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PREFACE 


This Compendium of Municipal Statistics is the second to be issued, 
the first being published in 1957. An increasing demand for statistics on a 
municipal basis has been evident in recent years and it is planned to meet this 
demand by issuing the compendium at regular intervals. 


Most of the statistics contained in this Compendium have already 
appeared in other publications issued by the Bureau. However, because they are 
scattered over a number of publications, a complete cover of the information for 
any particular Municipality is not readily available. The purpose of this Com 
pendium is to assemble and present these statistics in summarised form in the 
one publication. 


The 49 Local Government Authority areas, comprising the two cities of 
Hobart and Launceston and 47 Municipalities have been arranged within Statistical 
Divisions. A map and key to these areas and to Statistical Divisions is included 
in the front of the Compendium. Wherever possible full details are given in the 
main table, Table I, for each City or Municipality with totals for each Statistical 
Division and for the State. In a few instances, however, some details are not 
available for publication for some Municipalities. 


In a supplementary table, Table 2, data for all items, for which it 
is practicable to do so, have been re-grouped to provide totals for each of the 
two main urban areas of the State and for the rest of the State. This involves 
the separation of suburban areas from the Municipalities surrounding Hobart and 
Launceston and the addition of these areas to the respective Cities. For the 
purposes of this table, Hobart and Suburbs comprise —

In order to conserve space, it has been necessary in the tables, in 
many cases, to give abbreviated item descriptions and to omit altogether ex- 
planatory notese Reference should, therefore, be made to the relevant Explanatory 
Notes and Definitions on pages 5—7 before using any of the statistics contained in 
the tables.

4 Area as at 30th June, 1963. 


2 Accurate information as to the population of Municipalities is available 
only at Census dates. The estimates for 30th June, 1963 have been based 
on data from the last Census, the natural increase since the Census and 
on limited information as to the movement of the population since the 
Census date. They are subject to revision. 


5 It has been neceseary to partially estimate for each of the five Muni- 
cipalities, Launceston, Beaconsfield, Lilydale, St. Leonards and Westbury 
because details were not available separately prior to 1st Jamary, 19633 
totals only for Launceston and Suburbs and for the country portions of 
each of the Municipalities were available prior to that date. 


3-4 Figures shown do not necessarily represent the number of births or deaths 
actually occurring in a particular Municipality, births being attributed 
to the usual place of residence of the mother and deaths to the usual 
place of residence of the deceasede Figures are compiled according to 
the date of registration and not the date of occurrence. 


5 Figures shown represent the number of marriages celebrated in each Muni- 
cipality and do not necessarily bear any relationship to the number of 
residents in each Municipality who were married during the year. 


6=8 Persons are enumerated at the place where they spent the night of the 
Census whether or not it was the usual place of residence. 


9-10 Actual increase or decrease between the Censuses of 30th June, 1954 and 
1961 and its average annual percentage equivalent. 


20 Excludes persons widowed or divorced and those married but permanently 
separated.

24=—33 Industry is defined as any single branch of productive activity, trade 
or service. It is concerned with the activities of persons, firms or 
businesses considered as a group, producing the same commodity, performing 
the same process or providing the same service. All persons engaged in 
any such branch of economic activity are classified industrially as be- 
longing to that particular branch irrespective of their personal occu- 
pations within the industry. 


Persons engaged in industry, even though not actually working at the time 
of the Census, were asked to state the branch of industry in which they 
were normally engaged. For this reason figures may appear against 4 
industry not carried on in the Municipality under which they are shown. 
Generally such figures represent persons temporarily absent from their 
usual place of residence. 


The Work Force comprises all persons at work and those who normally would 
be working but were temporarily not at work on 30th June, 1961. 


24 Includes all types of farming, mining and quarrying, fishing, hunting and 
forestry (other than sawmilling). 


25 Includes generation of heat, light and power. 


26 Includes construction and maintenance of buildings, roads, bridges, power 
stations, transmission lines etc. 


en Includes road, rail, sea and air transport, postal, telegraph and telephone 
services.

58 Includes all males working permanently full-time on holdings at the end 
of March, 1963 whether owners, lessees, tenants, share-farmers, employees 
on wages or salary or helpers not receiving wage or salary. Excludes 
casual or seasonal workers. 


59 All serviceable wheel and crawler tractors on holdings at 3ist March, 1963.

The value of factory output is the value at the factory door of all goods 
manufactured and the amount received for repair work, work done on 
commission and receipts for other factory work. 


The value of production represents the value added to raw materials by 

the process of manufacture. It is calculated by deducting from the value 

of factory output, the cost (at the factory ) of the materials used, con— 
tainers and packing, power fuel and light used, tools replaced and materials 
used in repairs to plant. 


The values shown for Land Buildings and Plant and Machinery are generally 
the depreciated book values, but estimates are included of the Capital 
value of rented premises and plant. 


Includes mills engaged in re-sawing. Details for these establishments are 
included in items &3~90. 


Sawn, peeled and sliced timber produced measured as rough sawn timber in 
superficial feet. 


Includes garages with associated repair workshops, but excludes establish— 
ments engaged principally in motor body repairs. Details for these estab— 
lishments are included in items 83-90. 


All values shown exclude the value of the land and represent the estimated 
value of building on completion. 


Includes the value of permits issued by Municipal Authorities for the con- 
struction of private buildings and contracts let and day labour projects 
commenced by Government Authorities. 


Completions are as reported by contractors or owner-builders. It is 
difficult to define the precise point of completion and it is possible that 
interpretations may vary to some extent. 


Buildings under construction whether or not work was actually proceeding 
on 30th June, 1963-6 


These details are based upon the annual statement of accounts submitted 
by each Municipality.
